This has lowered rents In many scctions, much
to the sLrprise of owners, who eaunot imagine
why, but ihe reagon is Jualn. It is not because
house building is overdone, but Lhal renti are
being equalized and adjusted to the localities
whiete the bouses are 8ituated. It Is impossible
1o get first-class rent in & second-cines ueigh-
borbood, no matter how good the house I, snd
the sooner owners recognize this fact the bet-
ter for them.”
